17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


This house has a five-bay facade with a central entry. The plain- 
pilastered sidelit entry may retain some original fabric, but the ped- 
imented shelter on "wrought-iron" steel supports is recent. Windows 
are paired and offset towards the corners of the facade; they are 
fitted with l-over-l sash. Second-floor windows are small and located 
immediately under the eaves. There are beaded corner boards and a hewn 
overhang at one attic story on the gable ends. The molded cornice has 
a partial return at the front only; there is a large central chimney. 
There is an old one-story shed-roofed extension to the rear.

This house is significant as a good example of an 18th-century central 
chimney house. Although a good deal of its original detail has been 
obscured by modern sash, a modern entry shelter, and other -alterations 
the basic form of the central chimney plan is clearly visible. The 
ridge-parallel orientation, beaded corner boards, hewn overhang, and 
high position of the second-floor windows are all typical of 18th- 
century practice. The architectural evidence indicates a pre-1800 
date of construction, making it difficult without extensive searching 
to determine who the original, owner was. The lack of a second-story 
overhang and the presence of an attic overhang places the house in 
the transitional period at the end of the 18th century.
